The following Regulation, made and passed 
by the Honorable the Licutenant Gorernor 
tre Council,-in addition to the ruics and regu- 
hations heretufere cstabtisled, for the Police 
ei the City and Envirous of Batavia, is pub. 
Iished for geveral information. É 

That from aud after this date tha passage 
of Bnfato-carts shall be strictly interdicteit, 
as well over the Western, as tbe Eastern 
Great Roads from Buitenzorg to Tanabang 
and Weltevreden, it being only allowed tu 
them to go on the ordinary and long estab. 
Ihhed Cart Roads, as formerly all Carts 
tkercforr, whether with narrow or broad 
whcels, which may be required to be sent to 
Hstavia, through Welterreden, or Tanabang, 
shall only be permitted, tfre former from 
Weltevreden, by the oid ‘Buffalo Road he. 
hind Govnouny Sarree, aud La, Vertueuse, 
and (he Istter fcom Tanabang, by the Road 
beyond Groge!, leading’to tie Post of Ket. 
‘teng, and from thence utong the Read: fram 
Canpong Boezis, to he Amanus Gragt 
where thev must stop. 

All persqns offending against this Regula. 
tion will be Hable tu be punished in manner 
foilowing=ethat is to say, the ‘drivers or 
other persons in charge of the Carts, by con- 
Evemeat not-sexceeding ten days, or slight 
‘Corporal chattisement, according to the cir- 
Cumstances of the case, upon due conviction 
“before the Bench of Magistrates ; unless such 
persons can prove, that they were authorized, 
by the proprictors or theic masters, to use, 
the road in question, in which event the per. 
Sons last mentioned, shall be liable to be fined 
vet excecdiug 40 Spanish Dollars, according 
to the nature arid circumstances of the offence, 
Subject to the approbation and authority of 
Government. And all Gsrts, which may be 
found on the Road not authorized by, and 
Eontrary to this Regulation, shall be eeized 
by the Oficers vf Police, and he liable ta 
tonfscation,- under the like authority and ap. 
probatiun, upun a due ‘consideration of the

HE Honorable the Lieutenant Governor 
in Council has been pleased to pass the 
following Orders, and to direct that the same 
be published for general information aud 
uidance, Nede oan : 
The Additional Regulation of the 28th of 
Joly 1815, rescinding the 5th article (exports) 
of the General Custom-house Regulations 
Paving been misunderstood, and it having at 
{he same time esme to the. knowledge of Gov.

That no person may- plead ignorance of 


Ernment that their views in granting draw. 
back have been defeated by a want of purc= 
taality the following provisions are made 
to obslate the inconvenience complaincd of. 
By the Sth article (exports) of the General 
Regulatiens the duty on the respective are 
ticles of Coffee, Sugar and Pepper being ex- 
pressly provided for, they are not to be con- 
Bidered as liable to any other duty whatever. 
2. . The duty on these articles will be le. 
vled at the port from which the commadity 
is first exported, anda drawback wijl be 


‘given vn re-importation to the full amount 


of such duty. 

8 To ensure the punctual operation of 
this Regulation, the Certiûcate furaished by 
the Collectors, and otkrer Otüicers of Custoins 
must ín alt cases be signed by the Chicf Au. 
thority or by the Assistant in his absence and 
in no cases by any subordinate Ofâcer.' 

4. Certificate of exportation thus duly 
attested, on being presented to the Officer of 
Customs at any other port, and on its being 
fully ascertained that the goods in questioú 
have been bonafide re-landed, shall be consi. 
dered in the light of a Bill of Exchange, and 
the whole amount of the duty stated therein 
shall beimmediately repaid to the Merchant 
or his Agent. .

Their countenances and attitudes re 
Jax into their ordinary state, as if they had 
Wholly forgotten that they were dreosed in 
character, , But above all, their rhymes from 
an eternal barrier between real nature and 
their drama. These circumstances are suf. 
cient to prove their acting to be declamatory. 
Their gesticulativa is in general vchemeut, an. 
8ular, and monotonous, more like ‘that of an 
accomplished “ orator, thana player. Their 
most common gesture is lifting up or stretching 
out both hands in a sort of convulsire tremoc. 
They start much too frequently. The Freuch 
Stage may, I thing, be set down asa grand 
school of declamation, rather than an imita. 
tivu of nature or real life, But their -decia. 
mation, it much be admitted, is. most powerful 
and passtonate; their incidents are few amd 
easily forescen ; their Catastrophe is, iu genc.
